Tho United Siate.s branch of tho Evan- 


gelical Alliauco has issued a declaration iu 
respect to the restraints placed upon Protes- 
tant worship by tbe Government of Hpniu, 
which has boon placed in tbo bauds of tho 
Hon. Caleb Gushing, U. S. Minister to thr.t 
kingdom. The declaration set'j forth "that 
In Protestant countries, like Great Rritam 
and Germany, where tho Protestant religion 
is established by law, aud in tho United 
States, where tho population is Protestant 
by R vast majority, tho people who adhere 
to tha Roman Catholic Church are protected, 
equally with all others, in perfect freedom 
of worship ; and it is an obvious principle 
tbat the same right should be conceded" to 
Protestautfl in lEoman Catholic countries.'1 


The statistics of the Protestant Episcopal 


Church in tho United States at the close oj 
1876 show that there arc forty live dioceses 
and thirteen missionary dioceses and juris- 
dictions, including iho three foreign ones of 
Africa, China and Japan. Thero nro iifty 
nioe bishops and two or thrco bishops elect. 
Of bishops, priests and deacons there,arc 
three thousand two hundred and fifty one, 
and about two thousand eight hundred par- 
ishes. During tho year, one hundred and 
eleven were ordained deacons, and one hun- 
dred and throa priests. There nra over 
three hundred candidates for holy orders. 
More than forty one thousand persons, in- 
fants and adults, havo been baptized, aud 
about twenty suveu thousand 
confirmed. 


All of Iho dioceses and missionary jurisdic- 
tions not having sent in tiieir reports, full 
returns in these matters cannot be given,but 
as far as can bo ascertained, thero nro near- 
ly three hundred thousand communicants.

ADDRESS OF THE COLORED" PEOPLE 


OF RHODE ISLAND. 


Adopted at a mass meeting held nt New- 


port, Jon. 11, 1877. 


Tho colored people of the country nre uot 


only interested, like others, iu present po- 
litical affairs, but aro specially concerned. 
We colored citizens of Rhode Island ask the, 
attention of the moral class of the country 
to o tendency to yield in tho matter of pro- 
tecting us in our rights. We would induce 
the republican party, the professed defender 
of equality before tho laws for all men, to do 
inora thnn is legitimate and proper to warm 
the colored people in their attseliment to it; 
and we proclaim in accord therewith, as fol- 
lows: 


It is the declared policy of tho republican 


party to respect our rights as ft part of the 
body politic; tho democratic party, which

respect us. From this statement it will ba 
seen that wo musr, naturally feel a special 
concern as to which of theso two parties 
skull havo the administration of the govern- 
ment 
Wo are interested in other issue?, 


but this ir. to us n, vital point. 
It is the 


substantial intercut of all sections nnd of all 
classes an affecting all interests, to have .fra- 
ternal relations exist between all sections 
imd classes; wo believe that Hayes nnd 


^ Wheeler sustain n relation to this ond,which 
Enables them to work in tho desired direc- 
tion much hotter than THdeiiaml JToiutricks; 
but politicians and others having personal 
ends to sorvo, must not lose sight of the fact

play that has such a hold upon large num- 
bers ot the-American people in connection 
with securing us our rights, that thore never 
will bo real peace in tho land until respect 
lor tho rjghta ol nil mon nliDll universally 
prevail to nn extent nt lonst as broad ns is 
truo of Now England and other sections. 
Thin iq destiny. 


Wo believe that oven should tlio domo- 


crfttio party cot control of tho government, 
tbut H would eventuato flunlly ID securing 


more respect for our rights than JH true.of 
today; but wo consider the ead lutorval; 
wo nre mindful of how we cnu be made to 
suffer; how wo have already boruo untold 
sufferiugti, and beseech God to let pass from 
us tbe bitter cup of sacrifice that would ut- 
ttttid the nscoudauoy of tho democratic party 
into power, followed though it would bo 
by nioro respect for the rights for such as 
might survive the cup of sorrow. 
Tho auf- 


faring tbo colored people would enduro iu 
continuing to, adliero to tho republican 
pfirty, with the policy the democratic .party 
is likely to pursue affecting our rights, would 
raise, iu the north,a flood of moral indigna- 
tion like that with which Garrison, Phillips 
and their noble compeers caused the nation 
to rook as with nn earthquake, which result, 
ed iu freeing and enfranchising the colored 
people. 
Wo would avoid another such com- 


motion. 


Do the people consider what it is the 


colored people aro demanding, aud how 
little it is? 
All they ask is conceded to the 


colored man by tbe proud, wealthy ami in- 
telligent Statfl of Massachusetts. 
Neither 


the Hon^Mr. Tarbor, a prominent democrat 
of the state, uor nuy other democrat of tho 
stale, finds ciuiae for complaint because of 
auy. consequence that flows from the policy 
of Massachusetts affecting her colored citi- 
zens. 


Tho policy of tho republican party, de- 


feuding equality for tho poor black man, 
covers tbo poor white mnu. 
Why does bo 


not see it? We entreat the poor white man 
,o feel with us, to make common cause with 
in, to net with us ; uuder wiao and humane 
iaders.both white andcolored,who have not 
Heretofore been properly respected, may bo. 
Jet us be friends. 
Neither tho poor colored 


man nor the poorwhita man must stop at 
complairiiig ; wo havo tho ballot; wo must 
organize ; we must work, wo must causo 
'Urselves to be felt in favor of our rights. 
Che democratic party has in it a very large 
opreseutatiou of an aristocratic feeling 
,hnt exists in the country ; it ia fin ally of 
he Southern autocrat, ho who believes that 
ono man was born to rule mauy ; who looks 
ion temp tuouely upon every poor man of the 
^orth who toils for an honorable livelihood. 


It is but natural that the South, which 


ivas whipped, but not converted, should still 
trive in the direction of its education and 
-•elief ; it cherishes toward the North less 
riendly feeling than it does toward tho 
jlack man; its most bitter feeling is because 
if his aid to the Union cause. 


The democratic party has been blindly 


ubservient to the southern policy. There 
re those in the south who are subtle; who 
have learned to stoop to conquer; who use 
vords to conceal ideas; who'talk of acqui- 
sciug when tbe black man's rights are in 
uestion, without meaning to secure him in 
quality beloro the law: who have in their 
minds a distinction in speaking of rights as 
affecting the colored man ; who mean what 


jey consider "black men's rights'' ia contra- 
"atiuctiou to what they regnrd HB white 


en's rights. 
A policy opposed to proscribing persons 
ecauso of their race, color or previous con- 
ition of servitude has been advocated for a 
umber of years. It should be conceded, 
oo, by all parties, before power is given to 
lose who have invariably combatted the 
ame. The way to win a most ready and 
lore speedy acquiescence is for thoso pro- 
essiug adhesion to the same to bo consist- 
nt. 
Tho colored people do not receive the 


onsideralion they aro entitled to ; they are 
ot taken properly into account ia any of 
lose respects that tend to warm attachment 
o a party ; our rights and our interests have 
cen disregarded at the bidding of selfish 
lid less sacred interests ; our patriotism 
id party fealty havo not been respected. 
When a rebel boat strove to destroy tho 
ation, our offers to assist the natlou were 
espised. 
In this presidenliiil 
election 


o were told the republican party would 
acoeed without us; but iu both instances 
e party was finally forced to rest its only 
ope on tho despised colored niau. The 
arty has failed to protect ns from being 
utraeed and murdered by those who were 
'imulntecl to outrage null murder US be- 
IUBO of our heroic devotion to it. 
The lord of the soil in tho south, ho who 
aploys, may say to hia tenant and em- 
oye, ''I have made it unhappy for you, I 
ave made life n burden, I have even taken 
"e, I have rnudo you feel most insecure in 
our homes; this w is because of your de- 
oliou to tbo republican party. I can con- 
nue to make you miserable. I can eject 
m from the land, and yon are penniless, 
can starve you. 
Tho north, with which 


havo acted, either has not tho • will or 


e power to protect you. All I exact of 
)U is lo leave tbo affairs of state and of im- 
on to me, aud you and your families shfilt 


net only free from assault, but you filial! 


be protected and encouraged; whatever 
legislation may be needful to your material 
prosperity ahull uot be wanting."

cople of the south, if tho republican party 
oes not protect them in their devotion lo 


the party; if it does uot pursue such n poli- 
cy as shall warm the colored people general- 
ly in their concern for its supremacy ? A de- 
sire for the success of the party wo have ad- 
hered to, and with which wo believe is al- 
lied the best interests of the country, in- 
duces us to beseech it to think of dangers 
thnt threaten it. 


It must bo seen that tho black vote is an 


indispensable force. 
Heed tho black man's 


heroic devotion to tho party. 
One-half tbo 


suffering be has endured in its defence has 
not been told; theefforis of partisans to dis- 
credit the but half told tale oLniurders and 
outrages nre not only falsffbut devilish. 
Tho apparent 
pacific policy of 
certain 


politicians should bo considered; it is not 
their interest to havo another mortal combat 
within range of their homes and family alfars 
-on their'aores; it is not their policy to 
havo invoked sectional animosities, but is it 
likely tliat the South would be a silent 
flpcctntor in a second rebel war, or that she 
would tnke sides against thoso who favor 
her nolicy ?

But we will not hnvo war. A system of
